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$lb bank 
scandal 
shocks 
Italians 

ROME. June 19 (AFP) — A body in the 
Thames at London, a woman's suicide in 
Milan, the Vatican and a stockmarker crash 
emerged this weekend as the main elements 
in yet another major banking scandal here. 

The bank is .the Banco Ambrosiano — 
Italy’s biggest private finance house, the body 
in the Thames was reported Saturday as 
belonging to the bank's missing president 
Roberto Calvi. and the suicide was his 55- 
year-old secretary GrazieHa Teresa Cor- 
rocher. 

The Vatican connection ties through the 
banker's reported close links with the Insti- 
tute for Religious Works known as “The 
Pope's Bank." and the stock market crash 
centers on.; a SI. 400 million hole in the 
Ambrosiano accounts. 

The story began to make headlines with 
- Calvi’ s disappearance nine days ago. Oh the 
advice of the Bank of Italy, the treasury 
Thursday appointed a government commis- 
sioner Vincenzo Desario to run the bank 
which has assets worth more than S 1 4300 
million. 

Calvi. who had run the bank for 1 1 years 
was deprived by the board of all power — 
including the right to sign . documents. The 
problems facing the commissioner are there- 
fore extremely delicate, particularly as the 
shares this week lost 20 percent of their value 
in two days. Ambroisiano stock has been a 
driving force on the Milan Stock Market, but 
now its quotation has been suspended as 
180.000 shareholders were preparing to 
offload their holdings. 

On Thursday night. Miss Corrocher. who 
was Clavfs secretary for nine years, flung 
herself from the fourth floor of the bank’s 
headquarters in Milan. She left a suicide note. 

Calvi was beBeved to have fled abroad, 
probably to the United States, four days

But the banker might have disappeared for 
another reason. On May 31 the bank of Italy 
sent a report to the Ambrosiano board alleg- 
ing that capital transfers made since 1 974 by 
several Ambrosiano^ foreign subsidiaries 
were totally illegal. With these funds, raised 
on the European capital market. Subsidiaries 
in Latin America and particularly in Panama, 
he allegedly bought five million Ambrosiano 
shares. 

It is illegal for a company to buy its own 
shares and thus artifirially hoist its share 
price, and the result was that the Ambrosiano 
bonus showed debts totalling 51.400 million 
owed by the foreign subsidiaries. 

Some press reports litre have described the 
scandal as being bigger and more damaging 
to the financial establishment than the col- 
lapse of the eraipre headed by Michele Sin- 
dona. 1

Israelis land in N. Lebanon 


BEIRUT. June 19 (AFP) — Israeli 
helicopter-borne troops landed on Dahr Al 
Qadtb Ridge in north Lebanon early Satur- 
day. 60 kms north of Beirut, reliable Leban- 
ese sources said. 

The landing area was near the road linking 
Tripoli, the major town in the area on the 
coast, with the Bekaa plain in central Leba- 
non. There were no details of the size of the 
Israeli forces landing in a region currently 
under the control of the Syrians of the Arab 
Deterrent Force, or its immediate objectives. 

( Authoritative military sources in Tel Aviv 
immediately denied the reports of an Israeli 
landing. "We do not know who could have 
inspired such reports on a landing, but they 
did not happen." the sources added). 


Shortly after landing. Israeli troops repor- 
tedly occupied the police station near Cedar 
village. Telephone lines to Beirut were cut. 
Limited reports provided by occupants of the 
police station before they were cut off failed 
to indicate whether the Israelis were in a posi- 
tion to seize control of Dahr Al Oadib Ridge 
from the Syrians. 

The Tripoli to Bekaa Road goes through a 
narrow pass on the ridge, whose control 
would enable the Israelis to isolate Tripoli, 
which guards the access to north Lebanon 
jiid Syria. It would also alio-. th-:m to 
threaten Syrian rear lines in the Bekaa plain 
and to dominate the region of Zghorta — a 
stronghold of former President Soleiman 
Frangieh. an ally of Syria.

Argentina dashes U.K. hopes 


LONDON. June 19(R) — British hopes of 
an early end to the Falklands crisis faded 
Saturday after an Argentine statement th3t 
hostilities would end only when the United 
Kingdom withdraws its forces from the 
islands. 

A spokesman for Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher said there was no plan of pulling out 
the ships and troops from the recaptured 
South Atlantic islands this week. 

Government officials said Britain was 
planning to hold on to about 1 .000 key pris- 
oners taken on the island until Argentina 
removed the threat of naval or air attack 
against the British force. 

And now it’s Gibraltar 

LISBON. June 1 9 (AFP) — British Fore- 
ign Secretary Frauds Pym will arrive here 
next Thursday for two days of talks on the 
future of Gibraltar with his Spanish counter- 
part Perez Llorca. the Portuguese weekly 
Expresso said Saturday. 

Pym was also expected to meet Portuguese 
President Antonio Ram a] ho Eanes. the 
’ weekly said, quoting diplomatic sources as 
saying he would thank him for Portugal 
support for Britain in the Falklands crisis. 

The Gibraltar talks would take place at 
Sintra near Lisbon next Friday and Saturday, 
the weekly said. The last Anglo-Spanish 
meeting on Gibraltar was on January 8. when 
the two sides envisaged reopening communi- 
cations between Gibraltar and the Spanish 
mainland in ApriL The move was subse- 
quently postponed until June 25. 


But one government source said there was 
little optimism in London that Argentina 
would call a complete halt to hostilities soon. 
Some 5.000 of the 1 1 .845 prisoners taken 
when the Argentine garrison on the islands 
surrendered were being shipped home Satur- 
day. 

Britain expects to ship more prisoners to 
Argentina soon, but officials said 1 .000 offic- 
ers and specialist troops would be held back. 
Britain had hoped change of regime in 
Buenos Aires would pave the way for a return 
to peace, but in a note to the United Nations 
Security Council Friday the new Argentine 
junta took a tough line. It has declared that 
hostilities would not be ended until Britain 
lifted its air and sea blockades and withdrew 
its “occupation forces". 

It said the crisis over the islands could only 
be resolved through negotiations in a U.N. 
framework. 

Five new U.K. warships were on their way 
to S. Atlantic to replace ships damaged in the 
conflict and 500 army engineers sailed from 
the southern England port of Southampton 
for the Falklands Saturday aboard the mer- 
chant ship Ranratira. 

In Buenos Aires. Argentina’s military 
leaders met Saturday in an effort to choose a 
president who could lead the country out of 
crisis, while the nation awaited the arrival of 
thousands of prisoners of war from the Falk- 
land Islands. 

The joint chiefs of staff, in war communi- 
que number 168. said some 6.500 Argentine 
soldiers were on their way from the islands to 
the continent aboard two vessels.

Palestinians dig in 
for crucial battle 


BEIRUT. June 19 (R) — Palestinians, 
planted mines on the approach roads to 
Beirut Saturday while politicians struggled to 
find a formula which could save the city from 
Israeli invasion. 


With 24 hours to go before the expiry of a 
ceasefire tacitly agreed to by Israel, a new 
cloud of apprehension descended on the 
besieged Lebanese capital. A 48-hour cease 
fire cal! by U.S. peace envoy Philip Habib 
expires at 1 200 GMT Sunday and Lebanese 
leaders have been seeking a way to neutralize 
5.000 to 6.000 Palestinian commandos trap 
ped in the west and south of Beirut. 

To the south of the city, near where heavy 
concentrations of Israeli armor have been 
waiting. Palestinians threw up earthworks 
and used road drills to dig holes to plant 
mines. Commandos in jeeps mounted with 
light anti-aircraft guns and rocket launchers 
sat anxiously. The few civilian cars cruising in 
the southern outskirts were repeatedly stop 
ped at checkpoints. 

Roads heading east were jammed with cars 
carrying families and their belongings to the 
relative safety of East Beirut. On the political 
front, intensive consultations continued over 
establishment of a “national salvation com- 
mittee." which could deploy the Lebanese 
army to establish its authority over the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization (PLO). Presi- 
dent Elias Sarkis held a flurry of meetings 
with senior politicians seeking agreement on 
the composition and powers on the proposed 
seven-man body. One obstacle fell away with 
the abandonment by nationalist leader Walid 
Jumblan of his insistence on widening the 
committee membership, according to 
nationalist sources. 

But a new snag emerged with objections 
from the Amal leader Nabih Bern, who sug- 
gested the committee idea should be scrap- 
ped and a unified national government 
formed instead. 

The Israelis have not said what action they 
would take if Sunday's ceasefire deadline 
passes without any political agreement in 
Lebanon. 

They have repeatedly declared that Israeli 
forces would not invade the heavily- 
populated areas of Beirut where street fight- 
ing could mean heavy Israeli as well as 
civilian casualties. Diplomatic sources here 
have said this pledge does not necessarily 


extend to the city's southern outskirts, where 
thousands of Palestinians arc concentrated. 

Another possibility could be an attack on 
west Beirut by the Phalangists. who have 
been openly helping the Israelis close off all

Arafat denies 
PLO blunted 

BONN. June 1 9 (AP) — Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization Chairman Yasser Arafat 
was quoted Saturday as saying the Israeli 
sweep into Lebanon has done "much less 
damage" to his organization than the Israelis 
believe. 

Despite this. Arafat was quoted as saying 
in an interview published in the Frankfurter 
Rundschau newspaper that he was ready to 
negotiate with Lebanese authorities on 
agreements to end the fighting in Lebanon. 

Arafat was asked if the Israeli invasion had 
destroyed the PLO. "The Israelis have hit 
civilians, they have destroyed Lebanese ter- 
ritory and driven out about 1 0 to 15 percent 
of the population." Arafat was quoted as 
replying. “They have done much less damage 
to the PLO than they think. They have not- 
even touched its infrastructure." 


Interferon vanquishes cold 


LONDON. June 19 (AP) — British scien- 
tists reported new evidence Friday that the 
anti-viral agent Interferon is effective against 
the common cold. 

A report in British Medical Journal said 

Interferon, which is currently undergoing 
extensive testing as an anti-cancer agent, pro- 
ved effective in reducing both the likelihood 
of catching a cold and the severity of cold 
symptoms. 

A study at Northwick Park Hospital and 
the Medical Research Council’s cold unit at 
Salisbury was held with 1 9 volunteers divided 
into two groups. 

One group was given a nasal spray with no 
active ingredient and the other was given a 
nasal spray with highly purified Interferon. 
Both groups were theo exposed to a potent 
cold virus. 

The scientists reported that five of those 


given Interferon escaped a cold completely 
and three others had very mild symptoms. In 
the non-Interferon group, one volunteer 
escaped a cold but seven others got moderate 
colds. 

In the Interferon group, cold symptoms 
started an average of 5.2 days after exposure 
to the cold virus and lasted 4.5 days. In the 
non-lnterferon group, cold symptoms started 
2.4 days after exposure to the virus and lasted 
9.2 days.- 

"How Interferon modified colds is not 
clear." the scientists said. 

The scientists said Interferon “dramati- 
cally reduced” cold symptoms but did not 
completely prevent infection. “Possibly. 
Interferon only delayed the onset of the 
inevitable cold, but the limited evidence sug- 
gests that late colds were extremely mild." 
they said.

They are expected to sign 
an agreement to this effect and the company's 
establishment will be announced as soon ns 
member states endorse ' the agreement. 

Participant ministers arrived here earlier in 
the day. They included Qais Ai-Zawai. 
Omani deputy premier for financial and 
economic affairs; Abdul Lateef Ai- Hamad. 
Kuwaiti finance and planning minister; 
Ibrahim Al-Abdul Karim. Bahraini finance 
and economy minister; Muhammad Saecd 
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Al-Mulla. UAE communications minister 
and acting finance minister; and Abdul Aziz 
ibn Khalifa Al-Thani. Qatari finance and pet- 
roleum minister. 

Zawai told reporters upon arrival that he 
hopes the meeting will approve drafts pre- 
pared by the economic experts to nourish 
financial and economic activities in the GCC 
states. He stressed that one of the most 
important issues to be discussed is the Gulf 
investments company’s statute. 

The UAE minisrer said in a similar state- 
ment that the economic treaty also comprises 
provisions on the freedom of movement ot' 
citizens, national capitals and goods.

Dr. Fahd Al-Madi, Saudi health attache in 
the U.K., praised the medcial standard of 
doctors, all over Britain and regretted that 
some Saudi patients were sometimes hard to 
convince that a specialist they ought to 
address themselves to rerides outside . 
London. They are under the impression that 


it is only in London that they can gel the best 
medical services. He noted, however, that 
most prominent British doctors live in the 
outskirts- of the capital.

Kingdom to get 
Indian doctors 

NEW DELHI. June iy (AFP) — The 
Saudi Arabian government has recruited 350 
Indian doctors this week to man new hospi- 
tals and dispensaries being built in ihe King- 
dom, the PTt news agency reported Saturday. 

The doctors, most of them specialists, were 
mainly recruited from the states of Bihar and 
Kashmir. It is the first time Saudi Arabia had 
taken such a large number of Indian doctors. 
Previously, it had contracted with doctors 
from Pakistan and Bangladesh. 

Doctors from India had constantly been on 
the look out for jobs abroad because of better 
salaries offered.

The Greek Mertz and aD its branches and the 
Indian Firm M. Manubhai and Co. and all its 
branches and factories, as well as its sister 
company New Oriental Silk Mills Private 
were boycotted. 

Vessels boycotted this week include the 
Panamanian SS Nyuta. alias Inni. alias Vrn- 
cita, the Spanish ‘S.S. Ciudad de Granada ; the 
West German ship Manchester Clipper; the 
Greek SS Agia Matrons*, alias Maya, alias 
Haviva (formerly flying the Israeli flag); and 
the Greek ships Rayna; Krios. alias Thira.

Meanwhile, the bureau lifted a number of 
vessels and companies from the black list. 
They include the Greek ship Ionian Reefer, 
alias Australic and the Singapore ship Meteor 
II; the Cypriot firm Evripides Papoutes and 
its branches and plants and the Kenyan Barc- 
lays Bank International, because it is a 
branch of the British bank Barclays Bank 
previously removed from the blacklist. 
United Biscuits of Britain and Wimpy Inter- 
national Ltd. were also removed from the 
blacklist.

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Israelis turn back relief ship 


NICOSIA. June 19 (Agencies) — A ship 
carrying 750 ions of relief supplies for South 
Lebanon has been turned back by the Israelis 
alleging there are mines off the coast, a 
spokesman for the International Committee 
of the Red Cross said Saturday. 

The Anton had been cleared to sail from 
Cyprus to Sidon by the committee’s Geneva 
head office Friday night after a week of 
negotiations with Israel, which controls the 
area following its invasion. 

Red Cross officials said the ship was being 
used as a trial to open a sea-route to take aid 
to the suffering people. If the attempt suc- 
ceeded. the Red Cross hoped to mount a 
bigger seaborne operation. 

The officials did not know when the ship 
would be allowed into Sidon but said the 
airlift of relief aid from Lamaca to Damascus 
and Tel Aviv would continue. A chartered 
Swiss plane has made several flights. 

Egypt frees 
182 detainees 

CAIRO. June 19 (R) — the Egyptian 
government released a group of 182 
detainees Friday after finding them of no pre- 
sent danger to the country's security, the offi- 
cial Middle East News Agency (MENA) 
reported. 

The detainees were among some 1.600 
persons arrested by the late President Anwar 
Sadat last September for allegedly stirring 
sectarian strife. MENA said they were 
released in accordance with President Hosni 
Mubarak's instructions to release all who are 
found to be not guilty of terrorist acts. 

Earlier this month. Egyptian Interior 
Minister Hassan Abu Basha said at least 
3.000 persons had been detained under the 
country’s state of emergency imposed after 
the assassination of Sadat last October. 


In Geneva, the Palestine Liberation 
Organization’s (FLO) U.N. observer, Daoud 
Barakat, has called on the Red Cross to give 
Palestinian soldiers and civilians prisoner of 
war status. _ 

Barakat said in a letter to Red Cross 
Chairman Alexander Hay that pictures of 
blindfolded Palestinians seen on television 
showed they were the victims of violations of 
the Geneva Convention. He asked the Red 
Cross to spare no efforts to “tell us the 
number of prisoners and the names of those 
captured.” Israel has never described the 
status of those taken prisoner by Israeli 
troops. 

In New York, U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan Friday pledged S10 million in disas- 
ter relief for Lebanon, over and above the 
$25 million that already is in the pipeline, an 
official said. Peter McPherson administrator 
of the U.S. Agency for International 
Development and Reagan's personal rep- 
resentative for American disaster assistance 
to Lebanon, made the announcement after 
meeting with U.N. Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar. 

McPherson acknowledged that little aid 
has gotten through to Lebanon thus far. but 
said he hoped it would begin to reach the 
civilian victims within “the next few days." 

Meanwhile, a senior State Department 
official Friday met the representative of an 
American- Arab group in Washington on the 
plight of the civilians and prisoners of war. A 
State Department spokesman said Assistant 
Secretary Eliot Abrams conferred with 
James Zogby, head of the American -Arab 
Anti-Discrimination Committee, about the 
needs of Beirut's 600.000 inhabitants. Zobgy 
also asked for U.S. aid in locating and iden- 
tifying Lebanese and Palestinians captured 
by invading Israeli forces. 

In Colombo, the foreign ministry "was 
reported making discreet inquiries ro see if 
any Sri Lankans captured by Israeli forces in 


Two injured in Paris explosion 


PARIS, June 19 (Agencies) — Two men 
were wounded Saturday when a bomb 
exploded in front of a Paris medical laborat- 
ory, Iranian sources said. 

One of the two was an Iranian who may 
have been carrying the device, thought to be 
homemade, the sources added. The Iranian, 
who was not identified, was seriously, 
wounded, and the other man, also 
unidentified, suffered light injuries. 

Police said the bomb probably went off 
accidentally. It was not known whether the 
two men were together. An investigation 
began into whether the explosion was related 
to a demonstration by the Iranian leftist 
opposition group People’s Mujahedeen, 
which was to take place later Saturday in 
Paris. The demonstration was called to pro- 
test executions and crackdowns by Iran’s 
leadership. 

Earlier Saturday in New Delhi, masked 


Iranians opposed to Ayatollah Khomeini's 
regime marched to the Iranian embassy, 
carrying cloth portraits of alleged victims of 
Khomeini’s “reign of terror.” 

The hooded, slogan-chanting male and 
female demonstrators were stopped by a 
large police force a short distance from the 
Iranian embassy to prevent a clash with 
pro-Khomeini supporters. 

The protest came on what the organizers 
said was the first anniversary of the “glorious 
uprising of the Iranian people against Kho- 
meini's atrocities/’ This was a reference to 
the massive demonstration in Tehran and 
deaths in police firings after the ruling Islamic 
Party declared former President Abolhassan 
Bani-Sadr unfit for office. 

The demonstrators wore masks to avoid 
being identified and suffering reprisals from 
the Iranian embassy or government. 


Lebanon were northern secessionists under- 
going training with the Palestinians. The Sun 
newspaper said the inquiries followed the 
news, received here on Thursday night, that a 
group of Sri Lankans were among the those 
taken prisoner by the Israelis when they 
attacked Palestinian positions. 

In London, the British Council of 
Churches Friday condemned the Israeli inva- 
sion and appealed to Christians to help 
relieve the suffering of the estimated 600.000 
people left homeless. The council, represent- 
ing the Anglican Church and most Protestant 
denominations, said it was “appealed by the 
brutality of the attack, the scale of human 
suffering and the fact that most of the victims 
were innocent civilians." 

In Havana, Cuban President Fidel Castro 
said the prestige of the LTnited Nations would 
be seriously damaged if it proved incapable of 
ending the current fighting in Lebanon and 
achieving an Israeli withdrawal. Castro, writ- 
ing as bead of the nonaligned movement, told 
U.N. Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar that the United Nations should take 
energetic, decisive and immediate action. 

In Amman, Romanian President Nocilae 
Ceausescu ended a 48-hour official visit to 
Jordan Saturday after signing long-term 
trade agreements and “condemning the 
Israeli invasion. 

In a joint communique released prior to 
Ceausescu' s departure for Bucharest, both 
countries condemned the invasion and called 
for Israeli withdrawal from the occupied ter- 
ritories and the restoration of the Palestinian 
people's rights and self-determination. 

In a related development, the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council, with the Soviet Union and 
Poland abstaining, voted Friday to extend the 
life of the beleaguered U.N. peacekeeping 
force In South Lebanon for a limited period 
of two months. The vote was 13-0. 

U.S. Ambassador Jeane J. Kirkpatrick said 
she had voted to extend the mandate without 
“any extension of its responsibilities... or ter- 
ritorial scope because we believe this force 
will contribute most directly and dearly to 
the restoration of peace and well-being of the 
area and to the restoration of the authority 
and sovereignty of the government of Leba- 
non." 

Habre forms council 
of state in Chad 

N’DJAMENA. June 19 (AFP) — Chadian 
rebel leader Hissene Habre Saturday 
declared himself interim head of state and 
offered to have talks with his principal rivals 
of the south ou the future of the country. 

In a speech to the nation, Habre 
announced the formation of a council of state 
presided by himself and consisting principally 
of his leading coDeagues in his Armed Forces 
of the North (FAN) faction. Habre said 
“exceptional drcumstances” justified the 
formation of the council, but said its life was 
necessarily limited and it would be dissolved 
when a government was formed.

Rome bomb blast 
damages Israeli 
trade mission 

ROME, June 19 (AP) — Two separate 
bomb explosions Inflicted heavy damage to 
the offices of the Israeli trade mission and to 
the American Express in downtown Rome 
.overnight, police reported Saturday. 

No one claimed responsibility for the 
explosions, which came less than two days 
after two Palestinians were murdered in the 
streets of the city. The first explosion dam- 
aged the Israeli trade offices on the riverside 
road and was heard throughout downtown 
Rome. 

A few hours later, another explosion shook 
the offices near the Spanish steps of Ameri- 
can Express, a landmark for thousands of 
tourists. Ther e were_no injuries in either 
explosion. 

On Thursday, the deputy director of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization in Italy. 
Kamal Hussein, was killed by a sharpnel 
bomb placed under the back seat of his car. A 
Palestinian student, Nazeyh Matar, active in 
the PLO Rome office, was shot dead outside 
bis home by killers who trapped him in his 
■garage. The PLO had blamed Israel for the 
attacks, believed to be the first killings of 
-PLO leaders in Europe since Israel began its 
military drive in Lebanon earlier this month. 


Libyan envoy told 


Morocco to boycott OAU 
summit on Sahara issue 


RABAT, June 19 (R) — Morocco is stffl 
insisting on a special Organization of African 
Unity (OAU) s ummit to expel the Polisano 
Fnon't Saharan Republic from the organiza- 
tion, Moroccan Minister of State Ahmad 
Alaoui said Friday. 

Alaoui made his comments in an editorial 
in the pm-gnvemment. daily Maroc Soir on a 
Moroccan decision this week not to attend 
any OAU meetings as -long as the republic 
remained in the organization. - 

“Morocco will not participate in any con- 
ference as long as the extraordinary summit it 
has requested has not met ~ to restore 
legality,” Alaoui wrote. 

Morocco and 18 other states walked out of 
an OAU meeting in Addis Ababa in Febru- 
ary when Secretary General i Edeb Kodjo 
adm itted the Saharan Arab Democratic 
Republic (SADR); proclaimed by the 
Polisario, as a member of the organization. 

King Hassan conveyed Morocco’s decision 
nor to attend meetings to Libyan Foreign 
Minister Ali Abdusalem Triki Wednesday 
when Triki delivered an official invitation to 


the 1 9th ordinary OAU' summit due to open 
m Tripoli Aug. 3. Polisario is fighting 
Morocco for control of the former Spanish 
territory. 

In another development, the son of a 
Moroccan minister has been detained by the 
police since June 10, after the first issue of a 
magazine he has started called for the Berber 
language to be-taught on the same footing as 
Arabic, the country’s official language. 

He is Ouzzin Ahardane, son of Minister of 
State for. Cooperation Mahjoubi Ahardane. 
His Arab- language magazine Amadgh, 
which was seized by the police at newspaper 
Kiosks when it appeared a few weeks ago,, 
had an editorial on the language issue which 
argued for equal treatment for the Berber 
tongue on the grounds that the Berbers were 
the country’s first inhabitants; 

Two of Ahardane’ s j unior colleagues are 
also being detained with him, sources said, 
identifying one of them as Professor Sadki 
Ali of the Arts Faculty at Fez. A fourth per- 
son held for questioning, a journalist, was 
freed Thursday.

The Palestinian resistance is mining the airport approaches 
to Beirut as well as other probable points of advance for the 
Israelis. The Palestinians are preparing to fight to the end it* 
the beleaguered city, and PLO Chairman Yasser Araftf.ta*^ 
taken up the call first issued by Dr. George Habash of the 
Popular Front for tjbf Liberation of Palestine, w ho said that 
the battle for Beirut will be the "Stalingrad of the Arabs." 

On the political front, the thrust of most activity has been 
toward avoiding a final showdown in Beirut through finding 
an acceptable solution for the situation of the Palestinians in 
Beirut or even in Lebanon as a w hole. 

There is a view of a proposal which ; nvolves the Lebanese 
army being used to escort the Palestinian fighters out of West 
Beirut to Syria. But here the reports are that the Palestinians 
have already rejected this. 

Specifically, the Palestinians have said that they will not 
agree on leaving Lebanon even if they were to agree on 
leaving West Beirut. This can be interpreted to mean that they 
might be prepared to go to the north of the Bekaa Valley and 
to the city of Tripoli in the north of the country. 

The result of such contacts w ill not be know n for at least two 
more days. But it is to be noted in the meantime th^t the Israeli 
invaders have widened their deployment greatly in the Mount 
Lebanon area. Their disposition is now such that the aim 
appears to threaten the strategically Dahral Beydar mountain 
and the Sanine summit. Both dominate the middle and north 
approaches of the Bekaa Valley, which the Israeli enemy has 
already invested from the south up to Chtoura. Thus it is this 
area which straddles the international highway between 
Beirut and Damascus which appears to be the enemy’s objec- 
tive. 
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EEC, Basque issues a thorn in French-Spanish relations

PARIS — 

After traveling the world lor much of the past 
year to project a new French voice abroad. Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand is now turning to one of 
France’s oldest foreign policy headaches — rela- 
tions with Spain. On a visit to Madrid next week, the 
Socialist president will try to succeed where his 
predecessor failed and break free from two issues 
that have come to bedevil ties between the two 
neighbors. French officials say. 

Since the death of Gen. Francisco Franco ended 
Spain's isolation in l **75. attempts to forge a close ' 
Paris-Madrid link have heen largely neutralized by 
France's refusal to extradite Basque guerrillas and 
Its policy on Spanish entry to the European 
TjfcWiinik- Community (FHC). 

The two countries have maintained constant con- 
tacts since President Valery Giscard d’ Kstaing built 
up a personal friendship with King Juan Carlos and 
proposed a role for France as "godmother” to Spain 
in its return to the world stage. But warm French 
pledges, continuing under Mitterrand's administra- 
tion. have come to sound hollow in Madrid where 
France has appeared inflexible on the Basques and 
the F.KC. diplomats say. 

Developments over the first year of the Mitter- 
rand administration have largely disappointed 
Madrid, especially since they have not justified 
optimism generated when Prime Minister 
Leopoldo Calvo Sotelo visited Paris last July. On 
the positive side. Spanish officials have recently 
indicated they are pleased by a crackdown tin Bas- 
que extremists operating from France over the past 
two months. 

• Commenting on his Spanish trip at a press con- 
ference last week. Mitterrand acknowledged "re la- 
tions are not excellent” and promised to improve 
them. French officials said Mitterrand believed it 
was essential "to broaden the debate” by getting 


away from the frictions that have historically dog- 
ged the two neighbors. 

In his Madrid talks, with Calvo Sotelo. King Juan 
Carlos and other leaders. Mitterrand will be stres- 
sing the role he sees an outward-looking Spain play- 
ing in European and world affairs, they said. The 
two countries could gain from regional cooperation 
as wed as concertation in such fields as policy 
toward Latin America, where both Spain and 
France are becoming increasingly active, the offi- 
cials said. 

Mitterrand is also expected to emphasize East- 
West relations in the Madrid talks, the officials said. 

The new French administration, more pro- 
Atlantic than Giscard cT Fstaing's conservative gov- 
ernment, was strongly in favor of Spain’s entry into 
NATO earlier this month. NATO membership was 
opposed by Spain’s Socialist Party, which has 
recently gained strong electoral support. Party 
leader Felipe Gonzalez will confer with Mitterrand. 

Diplomats said it was difficult to envisage any 
real change in the Franco-Span ish atmosphere 
without something concrete on the FKC and guer- 
rilla issues. 

Although favorable to Spanish entry to the EEC 
now due in 1884. France has posed conditions 
which have contributed to delays in negotiations 
between Madrid and the community. Problems 
have arisen over the question of Spanish immigrant 
workers and the period Spain will be allowed to 
bring down customs barriers, but the biggest obsta- 
cle for France is agriculture. 

Spanish entry will effectively increase the EEC’s 
agricultural area by a third, putting greatest pres- 
sure on southern French. Italian and Greek far- 
mers. France fears that its southern farming indus- 
try would face disaster if Spanish fanners, benefit- 
ting from community subsidies, were able to market 
vegetables, fruit and other produce under current 
community rules. 

Mitterrand's attitude to Spanish entry. like bis 


predecessor's has prov oked concern in Madrid, par- 
ticularly after a visit he paid to Portugal in 
December. Mitterrand referred to the "possibility” 
of Spanish entry and said: "I cannot go ahead with- 
out being assured that the economy of France’s 
southern regions will not be upSet.” 

Hie problem of cheap Spanish farm produce has 
sparked violent incidents m southwest France over 
the past year, with angTy fanners attacking trucks 
and trains bringing in imports and Spain has for- 
mally protested to France. Other formal Spanish 
protests over the past year have been made on the 
Basque issue, which has plagued Franco-Spanish 
relations since the days of Gen. Franco. 

Calvo Sotelo told the Spanish parliament in Apr) 
that France "does not understand-our reasons and 
not taking part in a struggle wMch involves «!£ 
West Europe.” -' 

The Spanish government believed for a time last 
year that the Mitterrand administration would mod- 
ify the French practice of granting exile to Basaue 
activists. But Prime Minister Pierre Mauroy said 
last summer France would nof extradite suspected 
members of the ETA guerrilla organization wanted 
in Spain, some of them facing charges of murder 
and kidnapping. . 

The Socialist government has since overruled 
court decisions in favor of extradition against half a 
dozen Basque suspects. But at the same time it has 
intensified police efforts to crack down on the 200 
or so suspected Basque militants believed to be 
operating from the French side of the Pyrenees. 

Police believe they smashed one network in a 
series of raids in southwest France in April, during 
which they arrested 15 suspects and uncovered 
stocks of ammunition, cash and advanced electronic 
equipment. 

Jn one of their biggest coups. French police last 
weekend took three guerrilla suspects into custody, 
including Domingo Iturbe Abasoln. or "Txomin” 
who is believed by Spanish police to be a leader of

FTA’s hardline military wing. Police sources said 
Txomin. who has lived near the city of fiayonne 
since 1968. was arrested after 200 blank French 
passports were found in the home of a suspected 
F.TA sympathizer. 

The sources said last week’s raids were coordi- 
nated with Spanish police and aimed at heading off 
efforts to disrupt the World Soccer C up tournament 
now under way in Spain. 

Officials in Paris say cooperation between the 
two police forces is now close and the Madrid gov- 
ernment is privately coming to accept that France's 
extradition practice did not prevent it from fighting 
the guerrillas. (R)

SYDNEY - 

A major political row over visits to Australia by 
U.S. nuclear-armed or powered ships has suddenly 
injected controversy into next week's meeting of 
the ANZUS Alliance. linking the United States. 
Australia and New Zealand. Unly two weeks ago 
officials were predicting that the 3 1st meeting of the 
ANZUS Council in Canberra next Monday and 
Tuesday would be a routine discussion between the 
three allies with the agenda similar tu last year's 
conference in Wellington. 

But that has changed because of a row- between 
the opposition Labor Party and the Conservative 
Libera I- National Country Parly coalition govern- 
ment over berthing by U.S. nuclear ships. 

Opposition leader Zill Hayden has said a Labor 
government would ban nuclear-armed ships, but 
the party's position is confused by contradictory 
statements from other senior leaders giving no less 
than four versions of what Labor's policy should be. 

The controversy has induced Washington to 
make a rare public statement about an Australian 
political debate, making clear the importance it 
attaches to access to friendly ports. 


A statement issued by the State Department and 
the U.S. Embassy' said: "It should be clear that 
access to allied pons and airfields for U.S. ships and 
aircraft is critical to our efforts to maintain a 
strategic deterrence. 

“It would be difficult, if not impossible, for the 
li. S. to carry out its responsibilities to assist effec- 
tively in the defense ofitsallies if it is denied the use 
of their ports.” it said, adding that Washington 
would nut identify which of its ships were armed 
with nuclear weapons. 

U.S. Vice President George Bush also recently 
told Australian Deputy Prime Minister Doug 
Anthony that a ban would interfere with U.S. oblig- 
ations under ANZUS. 

The issue and the disarray it has eaused in Labor 
ranks have been fully exploited by Prime Minister 
Malcolm Fraser, a staunch American ally, and other 
ministers. Fraser accused Labor of undermining 
Australia's participation in ANZUS and said a ban 
on nuclear- powered or armed vessels would 
destruy linchpin alliances with the U.S. and Britain. 

The controversy was originally precipitated by 
John Nenn, recently elected Labor premier of the 
state of Victoria, who said his government would 


ban nuclear-powered or armed vessels. Fraser 
reacted quickly, promising that thy federal gpvern-r 
ment would legislate to ensure nuclear ships could 
enter Australian ports. 

Nenn earlier this week backed down, saying his 
legal advice was that the federal, govern meat. could 
override the states on the issue.. But he said he 
hoped Fraser would convey Victoria's opposition to 
nuclear visits io foreign governments. 

Government officials now. say that the nuclear 
ships issue has been added jo the agenda of next 
week's AN7US meeting and the final communique 
is almost certain to contain a clause underlining the 
importance of access to Australian and New Zealand 
ports for U.S. nuclear ships. 

Officials said other items on the agenda would 
include Southeast Asia and the continuing 
Vietnamese presence in Kampuchea, as well as 
Soviet activities in Afghanistan. They said discus- 
sions on the Southwest Pacific would include the ■ 
current Papua New Guinea election and several 
unsuccessful attempts by Moscow’ to gain access for 
its research vessels to the waters' around Pacific 
island slates- (R) 



Superior U.S. arms tilted scale in Israel’s favor

WASHINGTON — 

Israel's invasion of Lebanon has proved the effi- 
ciency of American aircraft and weaponry. U.S. 
defense exports here contended. But they refused 
ti> conclude that this meant the Soviet armssupplied 
in Syria and the Palestinians were necessarily 
inferior. 

"The Israelis used no black magic. What they 
used was simply superior equipment." one Pen- 
tagon expert said. 

Though underlining the superiority of U.S. F-15 
and F-16 fighters used by the Israeli air force m 
downing 7 9 Syrian MiG-2 Is and 23s experts 
pointed nut that Soviet-huilt warplanes sold abroad 
wi re not as well equipped as the same uireraft used 
by the Soviet air force. 

Soviet MiG fighters destined for export were not 


equipped with the latest Electronic Counter Meas- 
ure (H M) systems w hich the Israelis used to neut- 
ralize Syria's aviation and its Soviet-supplied 
SAM -ft missiles. 

U.S. combined forces aimmander-in-chief Gen. ’ 
David Jones has described the team work between 
U.S. supplied Hawkeye flying radars and its fighter 
pilots as "fabulous”. 

The Israelis, due to their four Hawkeye H-2c* s. 
were able to i detect the Syrian aircraft the minute 
those took off from their hascs. The Hawkeye can 
detect and monitor the movements of 250 enemy, 
aircraft up to a radius of 450 kms. 

U.S. experts said Israel had also used one of four 
specially equipped Boeing 707s to jam radars mis- 
sile guiding systems and military communion ions. 

The armament carried by the F- 1 5s and F- 16s is 
also regarded by the Pentagon as a determining 
factor in Israel's success. Both aircraft are equipped 


with the U.S. built Sidewinder heat-seeking missile 
which travels at 2.600 kph (1.625 mph).. nearly 
twice as fast as the Syrian icts. 

The Israelis also had made some slight improve- 
ments to the basic version of the Sidewinder, using 
experience gained in previous mission over Leba- 
non. U.S. officials Said. .* , - 

The U.S. Defense Department is planning to 
send a team of socialists to draw conclusions’ from ■- 
the Israeli operations in Lebanon. They are said to 
hi- particularly anxious to talk to tnxips from Israeli 
armored units who succeeded in destroying seven 
T-72 tanks — the latest model of Soviet tank sup- 
plied to the Syrian army.

LONDON, (R) — Wherever she goes she 
steals the show — maintaining her winning 
smile and sense of fun even when impending 
motherhood has its embarrassing moments. 

The Princess of Wales, who' has captivated 
the British nation since she married heir-to- 
the-throne Prince Charles last July, is expect- 
ing a baby anytime in the next two or three 
weeks. But her pregnancy has not kept heT 
out of the public’s eye. And it did not keep 
her away this week from Royal Ascot, the 
four-day race meeting that tops the social 
calendar for British high society. 

She was the royal figure everyone wanted 
to see, and the crowd thought it was going to 
be disappointed when she did not accompany 
Queen Elizabeth and other members of the 
royal family on tbe traditional coach ride 
down the course. Instead Princess Diana, 
radiant in a full-length coral pink silk dress, 
was delivered to the royal box in the queen’s 
personal Rolls-Royce. It was when she was 
leaving that she had one of those embarras- 
sing moments — and she carried it off 
splendidly. 

When the princess got into Charles's sports 
car, she could not get the seat belt across heT 
lap. She struggled in vain, maintaining her 
youthful composure. Smiling at a crowd of 
weD-wisfaers clustered around, she gestured 
that she was now too big for it to fit. Her 
detective bodyguard came to the rescue, 
wrapped the seat belt around her and locked 
it into the catch between the seats. 

She feigned a grimace, raised her eyes to 
the heavens, and could not hold back a laugh. 
Charles gave her a wink as they drove off 
happily. Two doctors hovered close at hand 
while Diana was at the races and gossip col- 
umnists speculated that the royal baby was 
due within the next few days. 

The fair-haired, blue-eyed princess — 
popularly known as “Lady Di" — let it slip 
weeks ago that she expected the baby on July 
1, her 21st birthday. The baby, whether boy 
or girl, will become second in line to the Brit- 
ish throne after Prince Charles. And the 
princess, tbe former Lady Diana Spencer, 
will become Britain’s youngest royal mother 
in more than a century. 

The baby will be delivered by royal 
gynecologist George Pinker, 57. He deli- 
vered the two babies of the queen's daughter 
Princess Anne. Buckingham Palace is tight- 
lipped about where the baby will be bom. 
Spokesman Michael Shea says it will be either 
at Kensington palace in London, where the 
royal couple have an apartment, or at St. 
Mary's HospitaL where Anne bad her two 

Ch lhe CI ijaby will be more British than its 
father. Debrctt ’s Peerage, the authoritative 
book that records nobility, says the baby will 
be 5S.S percent British whereas Charles is 
only 24.81 percent British. 


Charles's father. Prince Philip, was bora 
tbe son of Prince Andrew of Greece. Lady Di 
also comes from an aristocratic fa mil y and 
her father Earl Spencer was once equerry to 
King. George V. She and Charles are both 
direct descendants of King James 1. 

Tbe princess has always had a love of 
children and was an unassuming nursery 
school teacher In London until her engage- 
ment splashed her picture across every news- 
paper m Britain. 

Since her fairy-tale wedding last July 29, 
watched by more than 700 million television 
viewers around the world. Lady Di has blos- 
somed from a shy girl to become tbe 
“people’s princess.” Now she ts the most 
popular royal figure in the land. Scarcely a 
cross word has been written about the 
princess, who won cups at school for helpful- 
ness and service rather than scholastic 
achievement. 

She had known prince Charles as a young 
girl growing up on a stately home on the royal 
estate at Sandringham. But it was only in 
1980 that their friendship budded into 
romance. Until then, says biographer Penny 
Junor, she was a young girl from a broken 
home (her mother and father divorced), with 
no qualifications and an uncertain future. ■ 
Today as the ninth'Princess of Wales she is, . 
says Jnnor, “loved by a prince, adored by a 
nation and looking to a very certain future.” 



Video provides new toy 
to Moscow’s ruling elite

MOSCOW ( AP) — A video revolution has 
started in tbe Soviet Union, providing the 
ruling elite with a new toy. At the same time, 
however, the phenomenon is loosening 
Soviet authorities’ control over what Western 
movies are available to the public. 

The video wave reached members of the 
ruling Soviet Politburo and their families, and 
is now trickling down through party and gov- 
ernment ranks. Soviet diplomats, journalists 
and performing artists who are allowed to 
travel to the West are also beginning to 
acquire videotape machines and trade and 
sell rapes among themselves. 

Soviet newspapers recently advertised 
domestically made videotape machines — 
considerably less sophisticated than Western 
models. New Western- made video machines 
are not available to the average Soviet con- 
sumers although restricted -access foreign 
currency stores carry Japanese-made models 
for about 1,500 rubles ($2,115). Second- 
hand electronic stores in Moscow occasion- 
ally offer used foreign models, starting at 
about 4,000 rubles ($5,640). 

Black market prices for new foreign -made 
video players run between 9,000 and 12,000 
rubles ($12,690 to $16,920), according to 
Soviets who have priced them. Material for 
the machines comes from the West, generally 
carried in by those trusted Soviets allowed to 
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travel abroad. 

“A friend of mine, a correspondent, just 
came back from assignment to the Middle 
East and he brought back a video and several 
dozen movies.” said one Muscovite. The 
most popular movies, according to Soviets, 
are martial arts films from the Far East and 
recent releases from the West. 

Video cassettes of foreign films are circu- 
lated on the black market, for as much as 300 
rubles ($423) a copy, in much the same way 
as unofficial books and tape-recordings. 
There seems little chance 'that the average 
Soviet worker, who earns 1 72 rubles ($243) a 
month, will soon be screening Western 
movies on a home video, but the machines 
are reaching more and more people. 

Wealthy traders from Georgia and 
Armenia in the southern Soviet Union, who 
amass fortunes peddling fresh fruit .and 
vegetables in big cities like Moscow, are said 
to be moving into the market. Foreign sailors 
reportedly sell Western video players in 
Soviet sea ports on the Baltic, the Black Sea 
and tbe Far East. 

The Soviet elite goes to great lengths to 
protect the masses from the “corrupting 
influences” of Western movies. Such films, 
however, are shown to select audiences by 
Goskino, the state agency that oversees the 
production of Soviet-made films and the dis- 
tribution of imported films. 

***What they fear most arc films that show 
bow people in the West live, how well off they 
are compared to people here,” said Nikolai 
Pankov, 35. He and his wife Nadezhda, 34, 
formerly worked as projectionists in six 
restricted viewing halls at. Goskino 
headquarters in downtown Moscow. 

They said they were willing to talk to the 
Associated Press because they have been 
denied permission to emigrate from the 
Soviet Union and have been forced out of 
their jobs because of their conversations with 
foreigners. 

Goskino, said the Pankovs, obtains films 
from foreign distributors for possible 
purchase, makes copies, and in most cases 
reject the films as unacceptable for Soviet 
audiences. The originals are returned to the 
makers, the Pankovs said, and the copies kept 
in archives for trusted audiences. 

Among those ruled unfit for the Soviet 
public, but which are popular with the elite, 
are Last Tango in Paris, King of Hearts , 
EmanaeUe, the James Bond series, Bonnie 
and Clyde, and King Kong, the Pankovs said. 
A favorite was the Godfather, .they said. 

Film distributors in tbe West were unable 
to confirm that any of those films had been 
lent to Goskino for review.

New hormone could be powerful key 
to detection and treatment of cancer 


Sad stories

SAN FRANCISCO, California (AP) - 
Scientists say they have unraveled the 
structure of a potent new hormone that fuel 
the growth of tumors, a feat that suggests a 
powerful tool to diagnose cancer and perhaps 
new types of treatment. 

“I think (the hormone) is what drives the 
cancer cell — what keeps it growing," said 
Dr. George J. Todaro of the U.S. National 
Cancer Institute. 

Hormones are proteins produced or regu- 
lated by a few master glands ihai distribute 
them throughout the body where they control 
or affect most human form and behavior. For 
instance, the male hormone, testosterone; 
is a prime determinant of male characteris- 
tics. 

Normally, hormones operate with a kind of 
fail-safe mechanism that prevent them from 
having any effect on the type of body tissue 
that produces them. But the new hormone 
Todaro has isolated — called “transforming 
growth factors" — originates in and acts on 
the same cancer cells, allowing the tumor, in 
defect, to feed on itself. 

“That makes the cancer cells much more 
independent. They no longer have to be fed 


from outside (by other parts of the victim's 
body)," he said in an interview before 
describing his research Friday to the 
Endocrine Society's annual meeting. 

Todaro said the hormone has been found 
in most major cancers, including those of the 
lung, breast and colon, but seems to be mis- 
sing from leukemias. And he said, “it looks 
like very different kinds of tumors...make 
exactly the same kind of growth factors." 

The hormone was reported by Todaro 
about two years ago and, he said, “we have 
now been able to detect it in the urine of 
cancer patients. 

“We're exploring the possibility that it 
could be a marker for detecting cancer” at an 
earlv stage and thus dramatically incteasing 
the chances of recovery, he said. 

Bui Todaro said that “if it is going to be 
clinically useful, as I believe it will, one would 
need (a screening method that's) less 
cumbersome." 

With at least some cancers, Todaro said, 
when malignant cells in laboratory dish are 
deprived of growth factor, “they just sit there 
and behave like a normal cell." 

And. he said, “if we feed this to normal 
ceils, they behave like tumor cells. But when 
you quit giving it to them, they go back to 
normal." 


In another development, the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA) has 
approved new guidelines that will expand the 
number of people eligible to receive the 
University of Utah’s artificial heart: 

John Dwan, university medical center 
spokesman, said the school was notified that 
the guidelines, approved May 24 by the 
university's institutional review board, had 
been signed by FDA officials. Dwan said that 
preparations for implanting the heart — 
called the Jarvik-7 after its Inventor, Dr. 
Robert Jarvik — could "begin anytime now." 

The guideline changes make sufferers of 
cardiomypopathy, an inoperative, degenera- 
tive disease of the heart muscle, eligible for 
tbe fist-sized device for the first time. 

Implanting the device into such patients 
would mean removing a working, though dis- 
eased heart — something the school's old 
FDA-approyed guidelines forbade. Reci- 
pients of the artificial heart would spend the 
rest of their lives tethered by air hoses to an 
external compressor powering the device. 

Dr. William Devries, head of 
cardiothoracic surgery, would perform any 
implant operations. Under the old rules the 
device could only be implanted in patients 
whose hearts stopped and could not be 
restarted on the opetating tabic.

This organization was founded in 193 1 to promote optimal care for 
plastic surgery patients. Its present membership is 2.600. To become 
an active member of the ASPRS, a plastic surgeon must be certified 
by the American Board of Plastic Surgery. To become qualified for 
certification, a plastic surgeon must have completed medical school 
training, an approved three-year general surgery program, and an 
approved two-year plastic surgery residency program. Certification 
is obtained only after a candidate passes comprehensive and rigorous 
examinations — both written and oral. 

If you find a plastic surgeon with sufficient qualifications, Mr. F., 
"your nose will be in good hands.”

MANILA (Depthnews) — ■ At first, it 
looked like a Herman Melville tale of . whal- 
ing. But no, this is a doomsday book, isad but 
fascinating reading. And it tells u&what we 
already know. 

• This is a book of losers — TheDoomsday . 
Book of Animals by David Day — a compen- 
dium of many of the 300 vertebrate species 
that have become extinct in the last three 
centuries. Day notes that in contrast, even in 
the cataclysmic time of tbe disappearance of 
the dinosaurs, the rate of extinction was not 
more than one species per 10b yearn. . 

• Take the gigantic (nine-meter-long) Sel- 
ler's seacow. The Doomsday Book quotes 
naturalist Georg Steller who made the only 
scientific record of the seacow — from a whal- 
ing boat “After harpooning, those in the 
boat made the animal fast and wore it out 
with continual blows until tired and com- 
pletely motionless, it was attacked with 
bayonets, knives, and pulled up on land. 
Immense slices were cut from the stiU living 
anim al." 

Wilhelm Steller recorded the male sea- 
cow’s loyalty, trying in vain to free tbe female 
caught by a hook, following her to shore in 
spite of the beating he got from whalers. The 
male stayed long near the beach even after 
the female seacow was dead. The last seacow 
was caught circa 1767 in the Bering Sea. 

There are other sad stories — the Carib- 
bean monk seal, the Qnagga, the Tasmanian 
wolf, the Barbary lion, Arizona jaguar, and 
such well-known losers like the Dodo, the 
Passenger pigeon and the Bali tiger. 

Day also talks about extinct birds, includ- 
ing the elephant bird of Madagascar, the 
mythical Roc which was talked about since 
the days of Carthage. The bird was a legend 
before it was first seen by a European in the 
16th century when Dutch seamen astonished 
the folks back home with gigantic eggs 90 
centimeters in circumference. They had a 
fluid capacity of some nine liters, equal to 200 
domestic chicken eggs. It was the largest 
single cell ever recorded on earth. 

But there are also happy endings, tike the 
Dodo tree which is local to Mauritius. Only 
13 trees remain, and while fruit and seed 
continue to grow on the 3 00-400 -year-old 
trees, no sappting has ever been produced 
and the trees are nearing the end of their life 
spans. Dr. Stanley Temple theorized that the 
seeds could only germinate after having its 
outer casing crushed in the powerful gizzard 
of the now-extinct Dodo bird (the fast one 
died around 1680). 

‘The world is not so narrow a place that we 
can be the sole judges of what is valuable and 
beautiful in it," says Dr. Day, “If a species 
becomes extinct, it will never come into being 
again. It will vanish forever tike an exploding 
star and for this we hold direct responsible

intri g uin g item entitled “When Drivers 
Talk." \ . 

The brief article gave the results of an 
unusual survey made by a University of 
Chicago psychologist, who, with the aid of 
his wife and daughter, described the state of* 
affairs in 353 automobiles on an interstate 
highway. Only cars with couples were 
counted.

.f Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN). 
Meanwhile, a senior U.S. commerce offi- 
ini indicated in Peking Saturday that the 
Jnited States wants to participate in the con- 
traction of nuclear plants in China bur is still 
actng obstacles posed by American. law. 

Raymond Waidmann. assistant secretary

Waidmann, who left for home Saturday

He said he stressed that the Reagan 
administration was studying the possiblity of 
an accord on American involvement in build- 
ing nuclear plants in China. U.S. law 
currently bars American firms from taking 
pan in such projects because of China’s 
refusal to accept the control and inspection 
safeguards mandated by the legislation. 

Waidmann said the U.S. government was 
"acutely aware” that a decision on this matter 
could not be delayed much longer, but added 
that the details of a possible agreement had 
not yet been worked out. 

A commercial attache at rhe U.S. 
Embassy, Mel Searwes, said that China was 
interested in the pressurized water reactor 
developed by the American company 
Westinghouse. France, which does not have 
the strict U.S. laws on control safeguards, has 
offered to supply China with the Westing- 
house technology. Two other countries are 
also in the running, Britain and West 
Germany. 

Sinu- American commercial exchanges 
rose rapidly between 1979, when diplomatic 
relations were normalized, and 1981. But 
they dropped six percent in the first six 
months of 1982 compared with the same 
period last yeaT. Waidmann blamed the drop 
on declining commerce worldwide. “1 don't, 
think it reflects anything more,” he said, 
implicitly dismissing the Taiwan arms sales 
dispute as the possible cause.

Cambodians 9 
move hailed 

PEKING, June 19 (Agencies). — China 
Saturday welcomed the announcement that 
the three main Cambodian resistance groups 
had agreed on a coalition proposal to oppose 
the Pbnom Penh regime backed by some 
150.000-200,000 Vietnamese troops. 

Peking has been giving military aid and 
diplomatic support to the ousted Khmer 
Rouge regime whose 20,000 troops are carry- 
ing the brunt of the fight against the 
Vietnamese in Cambodia. 

China also has been providing limited 
military aid to the other two groups headed 
by former Cambodian ruler Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk and his one-time premier Son 
Sann. 

The United States Friday welcomed the 
formation of the coalition. U.S. Deputy Sec- 
retary of State Walter Sloessel made the 
statement at a press conference in Singapore. 

Australia, New Zealand, Canada, Japan 
and the European Economic Community 
(EEC), which have had separate talks with 
ASEAN foreign ministers over the past two 
days, greeted the coalition as a significant 
step in finding a political solution to the 
four-year-old Kampuchean crisis. 


Hinckley jury deliberates 


WASHINGTON. June 19 (R) — A jury 
resumed deliberations Saturday on whether 
John Hinckley is guilty of trying to kill Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan or is innocent by reason 
of insanity. 

The seven women and five men began dis- 
cussions Friday after hearing the judge’s 
instructions and closing arguments from 
lawyers for both sides. 

U.S. District Judge Barrington D. Parker 
admonished the jury to “deliberate with fair- 
ness, impartiality and objectivity and not with 
sympathy, pity or compassion.” 

Hinckley. 27. has pleaded not guilty by 
reason of insanity to charges arising out of the 
March 30. 1981 shooting in which Reagan 
was seriously wounded along with three 
others. The jury heard vastly different 
descriptions of Hinckley during the eight- 
week trial. 

Chief Defense lawyer Vincent Fuller said 
Hinckley’s attempt to kill the president 
resulted from a fantasy world in which he had 
thoughts of winning the love of teen-age 
actress Jody Foster and getting back at his 
parents. 

“These were the acts of a totally irrational 
individual driven and motivated by a world 
he created by himself.” Fuller said. Hinckley 
wept when his lawyer spoke of his "pathetic” 
behavior in trying to impress Miss Foster. 

Fullerurged the jury to focus on Hinckley's 


mental state leading up to the shooting and to 
put aside any passions aroused by sympathy 
for the victims since they were only “bit play- 
ers” in his client's troubled mind. Chief pro- 
;secutor Roger Adelman responded to the 
defense in a tone of outrage. 

“How dare he say to forget the evidence.'’ 
Adelman shouted at the jury. He criticized 
Fuller's suggestion to ignore evidence that 
Hinckley put extra-deadly bullets called 
“devastators" in his gun on the day of the 
shooting. 

” 1 defy anyone to go up to the family of Jim 
Brady or the family of any of the victims and 
say forget the bullets.” he said. Brady is still 
partially paralyzed. “You can’t do that.” 
Adelman said. 

The prosecutor said selection of the deadly 
bullets showed Hinckley’s intent to kill peo- 
ple. He said Hinckley carefully planned the 
assassination attempt, knew what be was 
doing and was not legally insane. 

Namibia talks likely 

DAR ES SALAAM. Tanzania. June 19 
(AP) — Chances of reaching a settlement on 
Southwest Africa within 60 days are “excel- 
lent.” but the presence of Cuban troops in 
Angola remains a stumbling block, authorita- 
tive sources said Friday. Direct talks with all 
parties could be held by the end of the month, 
with New York a likely site, the sources said. 
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Leftists gain 
in Salvador 

SAN FRANCISCO GOTERA. El Sal- 
vador. June 19 (AFP) — Rebels in the east- 
ern province of Morazan province appear to 
have had several successes in fighting off a 
week-long push by the Salvadoran Army's 
best troops. 

Some of the elite soldiers themselves ack- 
nowledged that their morale had been hurt by 
the death Thursday of the Salvadoran deputy 
defense minister. Col. Francisco Adolfo Cas- 
tillo. in what the government termed a 
helicopter accident. Rebels have said his craft 
was shot down. 

Col. Castillo was on an inspection mission 
with the operations commander at San Fran- 
cisco Gotera. Col. Salvador Beltran Luna, 
when the helicopter crashed.

Europe. 

The Dec. 29 ban. part of a package of 
sanctions ordered when Reagan accused the 
Soviet Union of involvement in the declara- 
tion of martial law in Poland, affected the sale 
of turbine rotors and pipe-laying equipment 
made in the United States. He extended it 
Friday to include equipment made by over- 
seas subsidiaries of U.S. firms as well as 
equipment manufactured abroad under 
licence from U.S. companies. 

President Reagan has long opposed the 


pipeline on grounds that it wQl make Western 
Europe dependent on Soviet energy supplies. 
He has said the West should not go out of its 
way to help what he has called a decaying 
Soviet economy. In addition, he is still pursu- 
ing _a hard anti-Soviet line despite his recent 
initiatives to reach arms control agreements 
with the Kremlin. 

Reagan has been calling for the end of 
martial law in Poland and a . dialogue involv- 
ing the suspended Solidarity free trade union 


movement and the government. 

U.S. officials said the decision would delay 
construction of the pipeline by up to three 
years and result in additional costs, which 
they could not estimate, for the Kremlin. 

The Caterpillar Tractor Company lost a

$1 75 million for turbine rotor because of the 
ban.

KUALA LUMPUR, June 19 (R) — 
Ministers of the world's three major tin pro- 
ducers held informal talks Saturday night on 
their countries' future role in a proposed new 
international pact with consuming countries. 

The ministers — from Malaysia, Indonesia 
and Thailand — : will meet again Sunday for 
further talks concentrating on Kuala 
Lumpur's desire to pull out of the Sixth 
International Tin Agreement (ITA). official 
sources said. 

The closed-door meeting follows the 
adjournment until June 23 of a United 
Nations sponsored conference m Geneva 
earlier this month, when Malaysia, the 
world's largest tin producer, would not com- 
mit itself to future participation in a new pact. 

Malaysia has already signed and ratified 


the pact, but has second thoughts about its 
worth following the refusal of the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union to support it- The new JTA, 
like the current fifth one expiring June 30. 
aims at stabilizing prices through buffer stock 
operations. 

Both Thailand and Indonesia are expected 
to try to persuade Malaysia to stay in the 
agreement although only half of the consum- 
ing states have signed the sixth pact due to 
come into force July 1. 

More than SO percent of producing 
countries have signed the pact, which needs 
ratification by 65 percent of both consumers 
and producers to come into provisional force. 
Malaysia, Indonesia and Thailand agreed in 
May that a tin producers pact would be set up 
if the sixth tin pact failed to materialize. 


Demand picks 
up for tankers 
in Gulf region 

LONDON. June 19 (AFP) — Activity 
improved on the tanker market this week as 
hostilities subsided in the Gulf area and the 
Japanese seamen's union gave permission for 
its members to proceed to Kharg Island. 

Several Very Large Crude Carriers 
(VLCCs) were booked from Kharg. most of 
them with pan cargoes at steady rates for 
both West and Eastern destinations. 

VLCCs were also booked with half- 
cargoes for passage through the Suez Canal. 
Several clean ships also obtained employ- 
ment. again in both directions. 

Indonesian cargoes remained in demand, 
mostly to the United States but also to Japan 
and Thailand, while West Africa continued to 
attract attention, again mostly to U.S. pons. 

The U.KVcontinent sector offered con- 
tinued employment for the 60.000 tonne rs. 
and several were booked for the trans- 
Atlantic route. Clean cargoes were also popu- 
lar. 

But there were very few inquiries in the 
Caribbeans. resulting in a build-up of ton- 
nage. One charterer was reported to have had 
the choice of 16 or more vessels for his fix- 
ture. Clean carriers fared better than their 
crude-oil counterparts.

Dollar rises to new high

JEDDAHl June 1 9 — The closure of the 
European and American bourses Friday 
saw the American dollar reach new record 
highs against several currencies, notably the 
French franc which closed at 6.8380 levels 
from 6-7985 levels. Eurodollar deposit 
rates were generally firm despite some fall 
in rates at the close of the session. The 
medium term three-month Eurodollar 
deposit rate was quoted at a high of 1 6 7/1 6 
percent at one stage before closing at 15 
15/16 percent. This compares with 1 5 per- 
cent levels about one week ago. 

The longer tenors were also firm, with the 
one-year deposit at 16V* percent level, but 
the shorter tenors were still depressed with 
the week-fixed at 14Va - 14 V* percent 
interbank rates. The release of the latest 
weekly U.S. money supply figures did not 
affect the money markets, although the rise 
of $1.4 billion was less than expected. The 
money markets’ feelings now. however, is 
that rates could go up by another full per- 
centage point over the next couple of 
weeks, with the expected so-called “bulge” 
in the money supply in July. 

Gold and silver prices fell to a record low 
with gold prices trading at $304 an ounce 
and silver at $5.06 — the lowest for five 
years for the latter metal with a $300 price 
tag in sight for gold, bullion dealers are 
nervously awaiting Monday's European 
opening to see if the decline will continue. 

On the exchanges, the dollars recent 
rapid climb has been described as “hectic 
and chaotic” by dealers who saw the 
American currency break record after 


record against the major world currencies. 

Despite strong coordinated central bank 
intervention moves against the dollar by the 
European authorities, the dollar seemed 
unstoppable. There is growing fear that the 
French franc might have to be devalued 
again within the European Monetary Sys- 
tem but this might be resisted by the Mitter- 
rand government that recently had to intro- 
duce unpopular measures such as increases 
in taxation and reductions in government 
expenditures. 

The other currencies were not let off 
slightly either — the British pound fell to 
the lowest level since August 1 977 to trade 
at 1.7375 levels while the German mark 
traded at 2.4670 levels — down from 
Thursday's 2.4590. The Swiss franc fell 
back in sympathy with the mark to trade at 
2.1290 from 2.1 ISO levels, while the 
Japanese yen dosed the week at 255.80 
from 254.00 levels. 

In the local markets, some sizeable liquid- 
ity injections brought down riyal deposit 
rates in most tenors. The week-fixed rate 
which had been quoted at 14 - 15 percent 
Thursday, traded at around 12 % - .13 % 
percent Saturday. The other fixed deposits 
fell back by between ’A to V: percent as 
banks in Bahrain and local institutions 
had their first full active trading day. The 
one-year deposit is now quoted at 14 
V» - 14 Vg percent but the one-month 
J1BOR is down to 13 - 14 V« percent 

from 1 4 Vi percent level. 

On the local exchanges, spot rival/dollar 
rates were active and traded ai around 
3.4315-30 levels at one stage, compared to 
Thursday's dull trading at 3.4300-05 levels. 


LONDON. June 1 9 (AFP) — There was a 
general declining trend in the commodity 
markets following the ending of the fighting 
in the South Atlantic.

Apart from gold, other precious metals 
also eased, with silver and platinum at three 
and a half-year low. Lead and zinc were' at 
their lows for over a year. 

Sugar remained dull. Cocoa (at a 12- 
month low)_was depressed by the French 
franc devaluation which will encourage more 
offers from Francophone cocoa producers. 

GOLD: Easier. Prices plunged to their 
lowest since Agust .1979, Howwer. trading 
was quiet. 

TJN: Weak. Prices slumped to their lowest 
since -1977 as the market was hammered 
again. News from Geneva that the United 
Nation talks h3d been adjourned until next 
week without finding an acceptable com- 


promise on the new agreement (due to come 
into force July 1). set the seal on dealers’ 
attitude. 

SILVER: Weak. The market eased from 
the outset, touching its lowest since January 
1 979. in spite of news that Sunshine Mining, 
the biggest producer iit the United States, was 
suspending production pending price recov- 
ery. There were rumors that recent falls may 
have been due to the U.S. Hunt Brothers 
unloading some of their silver holdings (esti- 
mated at 60 million ounces). 

ALUMINIUM: Easier. After an initial fall 
close to its recent all-dme low. the market 
steadied, before drifting a little lower in from 
of the week-end. There was another sharp 
rise in stocks (up 4.650 tons to 223.525 tons). 


The cut-backs in production announced by 
French producers made little immediate 
impression.

NAIROBI. (AFP) — Ethiopian Foreign 
Trade Minister Wolle Chekole arrived here 
Saturday for a two-day visit during which he 
will review a bilateral trade agreement and 
discuss possibilities for expanding trade 
between the two countries. Chekole, speak- 
ing at a news conference at the Jomo 
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Kenyaua international airport, said that 
bilateral trade now stands at $10 million.

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Devlin keeps ahead as stars stumble 


PEBBLE BEACH, California, Juno 19 
(AP) — Bruce Devlin, an old pro seeking . 
golfs most coveted tide in the twilight of his 
career, birdied the last two holes for a 69 and 
took 2-stroke lead Friday in the second round 
of the S2nd United States Open Champion- 
ship. 

Devlin, 44 whose last victory was 10 years 
ago compiled a 36-hole total of 139, five 
strokes below par. Jack Nicklaus and Tom 
Watson remained within striking distance — 
not as dose as they’d like but still within 
range at par 144 — while an obscure tour 
rookie, Larry Rinker. chased an illusion into 
second place. 

“A veiy sloppy round of golf," said Wat- 
son, who was in only five fairways and hit but 
82 greens and still salvaged a 72. “I got away 
with murder out there." 

Watson, a three-time British Open champ 
and four-time player of the year, made a 


10-foot putt for bogey and then a 20-footer 
for bogey. Nicklaus, at 42 acknowledged as 
the finest player the game has ever seen, 
grimly stalked to a frustrating 71 that again 
induded many missed Opportunities in his 
quest of a record fifth U.S. Open tide. 

“The open is an illusion," said the 24- 
year-old Rinker after he’dbiidied the last 
three holes to finish off the besridund of the 
tournament a spectacular, 5-under-par 67 
that gave him a 141 at the halfway point 

Rinker. whose credentials indude $2,112 
in money-winnings this season and three 
unsuccessful attempts at the tour school 
before he acquired his playing rights, called 
the national, championship “just another golf 
tournament.” 

“You guys: The press build ii up. The play- 
ers have to key down and think of it as just 
another day. We have to have the illusion it's 
just an ogher tournament.” Devlin, however, 
had no such illusions.

CAMBRIDGE, England, June 19(AF) — 
The two-day cricket match between India 
and Combined Universities ended in a draw

In reply to the undergraduates first innings 
score of 288 for seven declared, India's acting 
captain.

The undergraduates 
set Indians a target of 169 in 72 minutes, but 
the challenge was too stiff Roy failed again 
with the bat, making only three, as Sbastri 
and Yashpal Sharma saw out the day without 
further blemish with 24 apiece. Shastri and 
Yashpal had made 93 and 55 in the first 
innings respectively. 

Meanwhile, Nottinghamshire escaped 
penalty from the Test and County Cricket 
Board (TCCB) despite having their Trent 
Bridge pitches reported as unfit three times 
this season.

Not many more than 100 spectators were 
in the Tom Black Stadium at the University 
of Tennessee to see Robert Cannon, whose 
personal best is. 17.04 meters, clinch victory 
with 16.78 meters on the very last jump. 

Earlier. Pail Jordan, with 16.73 meters, 
had already bettered Banks' best attempt of 
the day, 16.72 meters. The result means 
Banjks will not be in the U.S. team to meet 
West Germany and Africa in Durham. North 
Carolina, next week, or the Soviet Union at 
Indianapolis in early July. 

His poor showing was not the only disap- 
pointment of the day: Stanley Floyd, Jeff 
Phillips and Silvio Legnard withdrew from 
the 100 meters. Juantorena and Don Page 
from the 800 meters and Greg Forster and 
Tony Campbell from the 110 meters hurdles. 

Meanwhile. East Germany had forged a 
big lead after the .first day in a three-way 
athletics match with Britain and Belgium at 
the Crystal Palace Stadium, London Friday. 

The Germans, winning 10 of the first i6 
events and scoring six one-twos, led Britain 
96-72 while the British were 117-57 ahead of 
Belgium. 

Most of the British track stars, including 
world record holder and Olympic champion 
Sebastian Coe, were absent on a cold, rainy 
nighL 

Raj Kumar bags 5.000 

In Peking. Raj Kumar of India won the 
5,000 meters on the opening day of the 


three-day meet when Soviet athletes made a 
first appearance In China for almost two 
decades. 

Kumar, clocking 14 minutes 0.69 seconds,, 
wen from China's Cui Yulin, who finished in 
-14:01.95. Lasse Viren, the legendary Finn 
who scored the 5,000-10,000 meters double 
at two Olympic games, was fifth in 14:55.45. 

Among the other winners were Jitka 
Prouzova of Czechoslovakia and Eva Raduly 
Zorgo of Romaina. Prouzova won the 
women's discus with a throw of 59.42 meters 
and Zorgo took the women’s javelin with 
58214 meters. 


Soviet athletes are also competing here, 
though political relations between China and 
the Soviet Union have been frigid for two 
decades. .

LA CORUNA. Spain. June 19 (Agencies) 
— Cameroon, playing in the World Cup 
finals for the first time Saturday recorded its 
second straight 0-0 draw, holding vastly 
experienced Poland in a Group One match 
here.

Cameroon, which opened its World Cup 
campaign with a surprise draw against Peru, 
showed that result was no fluke with another 
skillful attacking performance. Roger Milla 
led the forwardlinc with flair and was well 
supported by attacking midfielders 
Theophile Abega and Emmanuel Kunde. 

The vastly experienced Poland playing in 
the finals of the world’s biggest soccer tour- 
nament for the third successive time, were 
holding on grimly at the end and were saved 
only by some poor shooting by the Africans. 

Poland dominated the early match and 
prompted by Boniek they kept possession 
and forced the Africans to mass back in 
Defense.

Maradona, who is frequently compared to 
Pele, was involved in nearly every Argentine 
move of consequence. With considerable 
help from veteran striker Mario Kempes and 
Bertoni, who kept the Europeans distracted, 
Maradona had little trouble breaking away 
from the hapless Hungarian defenders who 
tried to double or triple mark him. 

After the game, coach Luis Menotti bailed 
the victory as "A big step toward qualifying 
for the second round. "The team was con- 
tinually in lop form tonight, and it showed 
that onr players are very talented.” 

The Hungarian-coach said only three of his 
players were in top form: Meszaros, striker 
GaTior Poloskei and defender Imre Garaba.. 
"We used three attackers in the second half, 
hoping Maradona would tire by then, but it 
didn't work out that way.”

MADRID. June 19 — When you are 17 
years old you do not expect to receive many 
unusual responsibilities in life. You are still 
growing up. Suddenly, they tell you to get 
your football boots ready. You are playing in 
the team. For your country. In the World 
Cup. 

Then they start to look for your reaction 
and everyone asks questions. Are you nerv- 
ous? Does it worry you? Did you ever think it 
could happen to you? 

No. you did not think it could ever he true 
for you. There were your dreams, of course. 
Every boy footballer has his dreams. But to 
be able to play for your country at 17 and in 
the World Cup? Never.... never.... never. 

You put on a front. After all. it's a man’s 
world and you want to appear to be like a 
man. Like the other men in the team appear 
to be: Strong, sophisticated and accomp- 
lished. ... 

But inside something is twisting uncon- 
trollably. The bov in you wants to scream out 
can I do it? Am I really here? Is this real y 
me? Will 1 die? or Will 1 live to be a wmner? . 

It happened to me in June 1958. in Swe- 
den. When the world outside Brazil began to 
hear of the skmnv kid known as Pele. When l 
played for Brazil against Russia in Gothen- 
berc. In the World Cup. for the first time. 

1 know how it feck*. This is why my heart 
went out to Norman Whiteside, the 1 
old Northern Ireland boy — yes. just a bov 


still, don’t forget — playing against Yugos- 
lavia in Zaragoza. Spain, on June 17. 1982 
(twenty four years later). In the World Cup. 
for the first time. 

When I was asked what I wished most for 
the Irish boy who is already a professional 
with Manchester United in England. I replied 
that 1 hoped he would have ray good luck and 
go in to receive a World Cup winner’s medal. 

After the medal presentation, when Brazil 
had won the first of their three World Cups by 
beating Sweden in Stockholm. I cried 
unashamedly. Even then, with the greatest 
victory to reinforce me, I was a boy again. 

Thursday night in Zaragoza, the debutant 
who is several months younger than I was in 
Scandinavia, was not fortunate enough to be 
cushioned by forwards like Didi. Garrincha. 
Vava and Zagalo. But in other ways he was 
perhaps even more protected than I was, 
since the industrious Northern Ireland team 
seemed to prefer to let him view most of the 
proceedings from wide on the left where he 
was seldom brought into the game. 

He was given a yellow card by the referee 
for one of the many tough tackles in a robust 
affair with the Yugoslavs, and if Norman 
Whiteside’s debut was not conspicuous for 
much else he at least got a feel for the com- 
petitive atmosphere of the World Cup and 
may be given another chance soon. 

The Northern Irish, Tm told, are delighted 
even to have reached Spain, such is their 
shortage of players, and they were clearly 
even more pleased to have secured a goalless 
draw in their first match, an achievement 


which was largely due to the effortless look- 
ing goalkeeping of Pat Jennings, a veteran 20 
years older than Whiteside, and yet himself 
playing in his first World Cup finals. . 

Equally, the Kuwait team coached by my 
old Brazilian friend Carlos Alberto were con- 
tent to play a tie with Czechoslovakia. I 
would not want to take anything away from 
the man who helped Brazil prepare for the 
successful World Cup in Mexico 1 2 years ago 
— not the same Carlos Alberto who cap- 
tained us onto the field and scored the fourth 
goal in the final against Italy — but l would be 
dishonest if 1 did not say how disappointed I 
was with the Czechs. 

I always expect so much from them, for 
some reason, but the Kuwait operation, 
organized and enthusiastic, did not have to be 
exceptional to expose weaknesses in several 
departments of the eastern European team. 

Before flying up to Seville again, for a sec- 
ond look at Brazil, this time against the 
tenacious Scots. I had a teleview of England’s 
3-1 win over France. Although Robson 
scored in 27 seconds, the fastest goal so far 
this tournament — will there be one quicker. 
I wonder? — the English looked nervous to 
me in the first half. 

Platini and his French colleagues had the 
better technique, I thought, but later the per-, 
si stent aggression of England took command 
and they also used the wings better. The Engl- 
ish press have heralded the victory with 
superlatives and there is already talk of their 
team being serious contenders for the -last 
four.

Zico stamps his mark in Brazil’s win 


SEVILLE, June 19 (Agencies) — Three- 
time World Cup champions Brazil exploded 
into thrilling action Friday night, trouncing 
Scotland 4-1 in a group Six match, to book 
their place in second phase of the World Cup 
Soccer finals. 

Brazil’s compelling performance was 
marked by grace and power as ihe World Cup 
favorites made light of an early goal. The 
unruffled Brazilians, as in their opening 
match against the Russians, let loose their 
firepower in the second half as the brave 
Scots tried to battle their way back against the 
perfectly-balanced South Americans. 

After Scotland took a surprising 1-0 lead 
through David Narey, midfielder Zico scored 
the equalizer and went on to mastermind a 
romp which featured superb goals by Oscar, 
Edec and Roberto Falcao. 

Scotland's hopes of a place in the second 
phase now hang on the outcome of their final 
group match against the Soviet Union in 
Malaga Tuesday. If the Soviets beat New 
Zealand by two clear goals Saturday they will 
need only a draw in Malaga to pip the Scots 
on goal difference. 

A tumultuous welcome from a near capac- 
ity crowd greeted the teams, with the ear- 
splitting songs of the Scots contrasting the 
deep rolling bass beats of the samba drums. 
And Brazil immediately, as if in answer to the 
rousing welcome, began with a flourish. 

Scotland shook the Brazilians in the 18th 
minute with David Narey' s fierce right-footer 


from just inside the box, leaving Brazilian 
goalkeeper Valdir Perez helpless. Scotland, 
5-2 winners over New Zealand in its opening 
tie, could not have asked for a better Mart to 
the match. 

Meanwhile, Brazil were having problems

Fresh rioting erupts in Polish city 


WARSAW June 19 (AP) — Police in the 
southwest Polish city of Wroclaw troubled 
that city for the second time in three days, 
according to reports reaching here. 

Sources in Wroclaw, Poland's fourth- 
lareest city said Friday that rioting erupted 
Wednesday during a church gathering. The 
riots came three days after serious street 
clashes there Sunday marking the sixth 
month of martial law. 

Local newspapers reported some 80 
persons detained by police and injuries to 
police officers but gave few details. The 
clashes were not reported by nationwide state 
television or papers. 

The new reports came as primate J 02 ef 
Glemp continued speaking publicly of 
expected visit by Pope this year which the 
authorities say hinges on "normalization," or 
peace and quiet here. 

Glemp told a gathering in central Warsaw 
Friday night that Pope John Paul II. should 
coinc here to "teach us and strengthen the 
way of peace as he taught the British and 
Argentines." 

Ex-agent said 
lured to U.S . 

WASHINGTON. June 1 9 ( AP) — A fed- 
eral judge entered an innocent plea Friday 
for former CIA agent Edwin Wilson, whose 
attorney said he would try to prove the U.S. 
government illegally lured Wilson from a 
haven in Libya. 

The burly former spy remained silent dur- 
ing a seven-minute arraignment before U.S. 
District Judge John Pratt. 

After Wilson’s attorney. John A. Keats, 
declined to enter a plea, the judge filed the 
innocent plea for the defendant, and later 
adjourned. 

Wilson. 53. is charged with conspiring to 
assassinate, for $ 1 million, a dissident Libyan 
official in Egypt in 1976. supplying large 
quantities of explosives and timing devices to 
Libya in 1976 and 1977. and recruiting 
former Green Berets and other Americans to 
train terrorists in Libya. 

After the proceeding. U.S. marshals led 
Wilson to an undisclosed site in the Washing- 
ton area, where he is being held in lieu of S20 
million bond. 

Keats told reporters he was trying to 
develop information to show that Wilson had 
been illegally captured after being a fugitive 
since his indictment here on April 23. 1980. 

Justice department sources have said one 
of Wilson's associates secretary helped them 
lure Wilson from his haven in Tripoli. Libya, 
in the hope of establishing a new safe resi- 
dence in the Dominican Republic. But when 
Wilson arrived there Monday on a phony 
Irish passport. Dominican officials, acting in 
concert with U.S. marshals, denied him enny 
and sent him on a plane to New York city, 
where he was arrested. 

Wilson's attorney Keats told reporters 
later his client had refused to plea because he 
was contesting the jurisdiction of U.S. courts 
in the case. 


The primate's reference was to recent visits 
to Britain and Argentina by Pope just days 
before the British regained the Falkland 
Islands after weeks of open conflict. 

Glemp spoke in the central market square 
of the "new city." a portion of Warsaw's 
historic district before a crowd estimated at 
10,000. Small side streets around the square 
were jammed with police trucks and vans, but 
no incidents occurred. 

Some observers here have expressed con- 
cern that continued outbreaks of street viol- 
ence could rule out a trip by Pope this year if 
the authorities decide that his visit could 
incite crowds or come amid a potentially 
troublesome time. 

In Geneva, Swit7erland, Poland's labor 
minister said Saturday Polish leader, Gen. 
Wojciech Jaruzelski, could have met the fate 
of former Chilean President Salvador 
Allende — if "anarchic forces" had not been 
crushed by the military more than six months 
ago. 

Antoni Rajkiewicz also said in a speech to 
the international Labor Organization annual 
conference that martial law was not intended 


to deny or "infringe human rights but to 
create favorable conditions for the total 
respect for buman rights, and in order to pre- 
vent the violation of human rights by 

anarchy." 

Rajkiewicz spoke in the vast but virtually 
empty assembly hall where the Pope, in an 
address on Tuesday invoked the word "Sol- 
idarity" 47 times and deplored that workers' 
rights to associate are "severely threatened, 
often flouted." 

ILO has also criticized the suspension of 
trade unions in Poland and called for the 
release of labor leaders interned or impris- 
oned since the military crackdown. 

Rajkiewicz's reference to events in Poland 
and the 1 973 coup that toppled the Marxist 
Allende government in Chile was oblique. 
" We will not allow a situation whereby my 
government, and the head of the govern- 
ment. are put in the dock., in front of some 
kind of committee of inquiry." he said, 
because "it did not wish to find itself one day 
in a situation similar to the one for which 
President Allende had to pay the price."

90 hurt as 

quake hits 
El Salvador 

SAN SALVADOR, June 19 (AP) A 
major earthquake shook El Salvador early 
Saturday, causing landslides and toppling 
houses south of the capital. Officials said four 
persons were killed and at least 90 injured. 

The quake also, was felt throughout 
neighboring Guatemala. Reports from the 
capital of Guatemala City did not. mention 
casualties. ' 

Relief officials said rescuers were working 
to reach the town of Comasagua, in La 
Libertad province, 24 kins south of San 
Salvador, believed hardest hit by. the quake. 
The town, with a population of 12,500, was 
cut off by landslides and a gash in a major 
highway. Officials said. 70 petsons were 
injured there.- 

Two of the deaths occurred in San Miguel 
Tepezontes. 49 kms southeast of the capital, 
relief officials reported. Five persons were 
inj ured in the town of 4, 700 , the report said. 

There was little sign of damage in the 
center of San Salvador. A spokesman at a city 
morgue said two jpersons died in a suburb 
when a wall Collapsed. The Red Cross said it 
had tteated 15 injured persons in the capital 

"It lasted about a half-minute, as if every- 
thing was going to till in. on you," a San 
Salvador police spokesman said. 

Electrical power in San Salvador was cut 
following the early morning quake and had 
not been restored. Water supplies were 
severed in parts of the capital. Power 
stoppages also were reported in La Libertad 
and La Paz provinces. 

The U.S. • Geological Survey said in 
Washington that the quake registered 7.8 on 
the Richter scale, meaning it was capable of 
causing major damage. The tremor, which 
occurred 2:22 a.m. EDT. was centered off 
the coast about 60.miles south of the capital, 
the surve y said. .

June 1 9 (AP) — The metal 
i underwiring of a woman's brassiere prob- 
ably attracted the lightning that killed her 
as she walked through a London park, a 
coroner has concluded. 

The body of Iris Somerville. 62. was 
found under a tree in Queen’ s Park in the 
Willesden district of northwest London 
after a rain storm two weeks ago. 

At an inquest Wednesday, pathologist 
Iain West testified that a bum mark on her 
chest appeared to match exactly the pat- 
tern of metal reinforcing in Mrs., Some- 
rville’s bra. He said it was likely the metal 
attracted lightning to her body. j
